was tricked into the adoption of an ordinance 
of *ece**ion, and before the completion of the 
year that noble old State, which took the lead 
of all ber sisters in renouncing allegiance to 
the British crown, which she did in the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of May ?Oth, 177'., has 
seen the great fraud that was prACtiied, and 
absolve* herself from all further alliance or roo- 
nrction with the rebel government. Governor 
Clark, who, a* President of the Slato Senate, 
succeeded to the executive chair upon the 
death of John W. Ellis has in very plain lan- 
guage announced to J.ff Davi* that he can ex- 
pect no more troops from North Carolina and 
that all now in the rebel service ere to be with- 
drawn. He likewise tells the "poor painted 
puppet" that he mav use the railroads of the 
State for his troops to etespc to their homes, 
but that they will do so at the risk of capture 
by the Federal fot. es who now occupy every 
strategic point in the State. We are truly 
gratified at these evidences of returning loyal 1 
ty in North Carolina, and they will make the 
task of the Hon. Kdirard Stanley, who goes 
there as military Governor,* light and agreeable 
one.

0"The atrocities of marauding guerilla par- 
ties, who ignore the laws of honorable warfare, 
and levy contribution* oa friend* and foe* 
alike, are beginsing to attract the attention of 
the press, and ahoulJ also receive the due con- 
sideration of Congress. As the Confederate 
lawmaker* have given their official sanction 
to this kind of welfare, it should be met in a 
spirit of retributive justice. We would not 
advise retaliation, but we think the sets of 
rebel vandalism should call down upon them 
all the power of the Government to pnaish. 
No suggestion hat yet been m»d9 which seems 
more likely to put a stop to these ag- 
gression* than that contained in General 
Andrew Johnson 'a recent proclamation, and 
his administration of affairs in Tennessee is a 
most happy illustration of the right man in the 
right place. He went there at a time when 
free speech and free thought were crushed be- 
neath the iron rule of military despots and ir- 
responsible vigilance committee*; he endeav- 
ored by a conciliatory course cf conduct to 
awaken the leaders to a proper regard for their 
duties as citizens, and in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Nashville it had a most salutary effect, 
but it soon became evident that any magnani- 
mity on the part of the Government would 
have no influence upon those who were with- 
out tho immediate pale of its power. The raid 
of Morgan and Wood, with their ins )lent 
threat* to Union citizens, waa the culmi- 
nation of andacity, and led to Gen. John*on't 
proclamation of fivefold restitution and retri- 
bution. As the Philadelphia Press remarks: 
"It. i* necessary to »nbj >et such nnn a* he hat 
to deal with to great rigors before their minds 
open to conviction. Toe argument urn ad 
horuiticm is the only bUde that can pierc] the 
callosities which wrap around and overlay 
their understanding*. As soon as they under- 
stand that they cannot purchase civil absolu- 
tion by the cheap investment of the oath of 
allegiance, they will set about mending their 
way*. A strong infusion of Andrew Johnson 
justice into tho administration of affairs in 
other localities will have a like beneficial effect. 
Appeals to the humanity and gratitude of 
traitors who hang unresisting men, and mal- 
treat women and children, are the extreme of 
folly. The instigators of and actor* in the 
scene* of ontrage, iarolving the live* of non- 
resistant citizen* in rebel neighborhoods, can- 
not be reached by luch treatment a* ob- 
tains between civilized men. Let them 
hi scourged into decency. " Our Philadelphia 
contemporary, who lives remote* from icenet 
of anarchy and dangers, properly appreciate* 
the Johnsonian mode of dealing with these 
lawless men, and it* intimation that the same 
treatment in other localities than Tennessee 
will have a like beneficial effect, deserve* the 
conrideratiim of those who are charged with 
the military defenca^of Kentucky. The most 
stringent measures must be adopted to punish 
treason, before we can expect io escape ma- 
rauding, robbery, or insolent threat* against 
the government. When it i« ascertained be- 
yond all doubt that loyal men will be 
ed from lews, or compensated if the 
fro.u raid*, and whan those who furnish Mor- 
gan's gang or Champ Ferguson's cutthroats 
with mean* or information are conscious that 
they or their aider* aud abettor* will be severely 
punished, Wc shall have no more of guerilla 
bands or of warnings to Union men that their 
loyalty ia distasteful to tho rebel leader*.

So doe* his actual 
Nor are we left alone to necessary 
inference on this head. " If," said Colonel 
Blair, of Missouri, declaring authoritatively in 
Cngross a few week* ago the rationale of the 
President's policy, and vindicating it against 
the assaults of the friend* aj the policy now 
e*poused by Gen. Hunter, "the rebellion was 
made by two hundred and fifty thousand slave- 
holders, for the take of perpetuating slavery, 
then it might be a complete remedy to extir- 
pate the institution ; but if the rebellion ha* 
grown out of the abhorrence of the non-slave, 
holders for emancipation and amalgamation, 
and their dread of 'negro equality,' how will 
their discontent be cured by the very measure 
the mere apprehension of which hat driven 
them into rebellion ? No wi>o' man desire* 
to increase the number of enemies to 
the state within the hostile region*, 
or divide its friends ontsido. Mr. Lincoln 
knew that a decree of emancipation simply 
would certainly have thi* effect. Such an act 
he knew was calculated to make rebel* of tho 
whole of the non-slaveholder* of the South, 
and at the tame time to weaken the sympathy 
of a large number of the working-men of the 
North, who are not ready to see their brethren 
in the South put on an equali' v with manu- 
mitted negroes." Here is the undisputed 
ground of the Presidents policy, and thit 
ground obviously excludes the necessity of 
proclaiming emancipation in any contingency; 
nay, it makes emancipation, considered at the 
dictate of military necessity, a fixed and 
ing absurdity. And a* inch we have no doubt 
the Presidtnt actually regards the measure. 

We confess we are worry the President did 
not see fit to say thi* in direct terms, and thu* 
break openly with hit fierce abolition support- 
ers, in lieu of appeasing them by the vague 
and meaningless reservation in question. We, 
in truth, do not believe the Pretident could 
kick these zealot* from his support, if he 
kicked them ever so righteously, for if they 
stood apart they would al once reveal their 
numerical insignificance, 
ly powerless. They wcl 
would ba the dt*th of tbem. Tae Prcident 
couldn't scourge them away from him. But, 
if he couldn't, the mere fall of the lath upon 
their backs would be worth treasure and blood 
to our cause; and, if he could, so much the 
better for the country and for htm. _ The sup- 
port of inch fanatics, instead of strengthening 
the Government, weaken* it, and strengthens 
tho rebellion. The President, therefore, in 
cherishing a desire to keep in with them, and 
in making even empty concession* by way of 
satisfying this desire, act* with a lingular 
lack of sagacity and prudence, though not, 
we are sure, without, the most patriotic 
motives. His fault in the case, grave as we 
deem it, is, we arc persuaded, a fault of judg- 
ment not of purpose. Moreover, it is a fault 
which every day U serving to discl.ee to him, 
and which, accordingly, he mutt ere long see 
in its Mm light When he doe*, wc are con- 
fident that he will correct it, and correct it, 
too, with a decision and completeness that will 
go far to do away with the evil effects it will 
have wrought . 

Meanwhile, we can assure the loyal men of 
the tlaveholding States, what wo ourtelves be- 
lieve, that the reservation iu the President's 
proclamation signifies thus much and nothing 
more. It i* simply another tub thrown out to 
the radical whale, which, if the President did 
but realizo the trnth, it no whale after all.

The real obstacles to the passage of such a 
confiscation bill as the Tribune clamors for 
arc of a nature to command the favor of all 
patriots withou' respect to party or section. 
These obstacles were pointed out by us amongst 
others, when the question of confiscation first 
arose in Congress, and we have continued ever 
since to direct attention to them. They arc, 
first, glaring unconstitutionality, and, second- 
ly, glaring inexpediency. The measure is di- 
rectly in the teeth of the plainest provisions 
of the constitution, and, if adopted, it would 
ad of the salvation of 
the country. These two grand objections to 
the measure have been established in and out 
of Congress with a clearness that has silenced 
lispute though certainly not clamor. The 
deadly measure is still clamored for by men 
who have sense enough to feci the force of 
these unanswerable objictions but not loftiness 
enough to yield to them. The partisans of the 
measure press it not by showing that it is con 
stitutionsl and expedient or either but by ma 
ligning its opponents as the defenders of tlav 
ery and as the protector* of traitors. The} 
employ calumny instead of argument, appeal 
to fanaticism in lieu of patriotism, and rely on 
claptrap in place of statesmanship. Tho Chi 
cago Tribune it a fair representative of the 
whole class. The common obj.ct is to bully 
or traduce Republicans into a 1 
"If the rebel* arc spared lest 
whines the Tribune hypocritically, "do 
not guard slavery more scrupulously than the 
Union?" Nobody wants the rebels spared lest 
slavery suffer; nobody wants the course of jus 
tiee snd of sound policy to bo deflected a 
hair's- breadth out of regard for slavery. We 
demand only that it shall not bd deflected out 
of hostility to slavery. In this terrible con- 
vulsion let slavery take its chance luually with 
every other interest of society. We demand 
no more-, and even in this demand the real in 
tcrcst wo would conserve is not slavery but 
that right of local self-government which is 
not the least precious clement of onr political 
system and without which the republic would 
immediately crystallize into a despotism. We 
stand on the municipal freedom guaranteed to 
us by the fundamental law; we claim the 
right to hare slavery or not a* we in 
our own free choice may determine; and we 
demand that the national authorities in put 
ting down this witked attempt to overthrow 
the government shall not in the very act 
themselves overthrow the government by- 
trampling upon the sacred rights of the states 
in order to abolish a particular state institution 
which happens to be obnoxious to the party in 
power at Washington. We ask no favors for 
■lavery; we a»k simply that the acknowledged 
right by which we maintain the institution 
and of which the institution is hut the cxpre* 
sion in a single aspect, shall not under the 
guise of punishing treason be abolished or vi 
lated. We ask alone that the party in power 
shall abide honestly by their own solemn 
pledges to the country. 

Such is our position; and those Republican 
patriots who nobly stand with us have judged 
rightly that in so doing they are the defenders 
not of slavery, but of the constitution they 
have sworn to defend, of the government they 
are struggling to preserve, and of the faith 
they have plighted solemnly to their country 
men. Compared with the conduct of these

Kiso Cotton's Thboxi. —Away far off in 
the orient, there are struggles to place King 
Cotton on a new and rival throne, the seat of 
which will lo on the Himalaya mountains 
and it* footstool at Cape Comorin, while the 
-id the Ganges roll their waters to the 
liidiaa ocean, and ipan nearly thirty degrees 
of latitude, almost from the equator to the 
parallel of tho most northern rotton-growing 
region of America. The banks of the Jum- 
na and the smiling valley through which the 
Pabur meane'ers arc very similar to the scenery 
of our Gulf States, while the vatt plain of the 
Tcrreeana, with its thick forests and swumpa, 
has all the characteristics of our South Atlantic 
sea-boaid. No one knows the capacity of this 
great country, for all theories of vcmpcrature 
at various elevations arc at variance with its 
wonderful climate. We are told that on the 
Himalaya Mountains harvests cf grain are 
found where, according to hypothesis, the 
ground should be buried uuder deep snow. 
Captain Webb, in ascending this range, saw, at 
the height of 11,030 feet above tho level of 
Calcutta, rich forests, the ground covered with 
vegetation, straw I. 'tries in full Hower, and 
currant bushes in bbssom. Blark Mountain, 
in North Carolina, which is the loftiest peak 
cast of the Rx-ky Mountains, is only fi.lTti 
feet high, but is crowned with bare and sterile 
rocks. We know not, therefore, in the vast 
regions of Hindoostan, how firmly this riral 
throne for King Cotton may lie reared. Great 
Britain looks hopefully toward it as "a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished for," and the 
London Times expresses tho earnest wish to 
liberate the interests of England from depend- 
ence on a single slaveholdiog country for the 
staple material of its manufactories. The 
Times devotes an elaborate editorial article to 
the debate in the Confederate Congress relative 
to the destruction of cotton and tobacco and the 
suspension of their cultivation, and it seems to 
think that tho rebels have rejected tho idea of 
coercing Knrope into intervention by placing 
their cotton plantations under an interdict. 
We have soon no extended report of that de- 
bate, but onr impression is that the plan was 
to burn all the cotton on hand and to grow 
none in MH future except for necessary domes- 
tic uses. But the Times, while gratified at 
any prospect of securing the staple when it is 
so much needed, holds language of great sig- 
nificance, which our deluded brethren of the 
Cotton States should "read, m it k barn, and 
nwardly digest."

CON.-sinKRATH»NS ON REPRESEN- 
TATIVE GOVERNMENT. By Joiw Stu- 
akt Mil. i.. New York: Harper & Brothers. 

John Stuart Mill is intellectually a most 
remarkable man, — remarkable for his native 
powers, and still more remarkable for his cul- 
ture. His mind ia said to be the most elabor- 
ated one of the age, and we are not prepared 
to dispute the Baying And yet, with all his 
strength -nf intellect and all his unequalled 
culture, he is not, total by the judgment of 
the? most e^ilightr-ned mon of tho lime, a just 
thinker, even on the subjects which ho has ex- 
amined furthest and of which he has thought 
most, showing, if the reader will admit the 
correctness of. this judgment, hosr powerless 
in re talent and knowledge are to beget wis- 
dom, and confirming a favorite conviction of 
ours, that, as respects at least the sphere of 
ethical and p dilieal inquiry, a sound moral 
constitution and a well-balanced healthful in- 
tellect of even moderato compass form a bet- 
ter instrument for truth-seeking than the very 
largest and very brightest intellec t not thus 
poised and supported. But this by the way. 

The present work is Mr. Mill's latest pro- 
duction. T io subject is a cherished one with 
him, as it was with his father b.'fore him, 
whom Maeaulay more than thirty year* ago 
cut up so admiringly and so admirably in the 
Edinburg R-view, and we need hsnlly say that 
his treatment of the suhji ot, if not sound in 
every respect, i* altogether masterly. No ono 
can read the volume without deep admiration, 
or, indeed, without signal pn.lir. Even the 
wanderings of such a mind arc instructive, 
while the true movement* excite the very 
highest rational delight. His speculations are 
peculiarly interesting to red. -cling m >n in our 
own country at this time, when internal con- 
vulsions of unparalleled extent and intensity 
are layiug bare the foundations ai human 
society. Wc especially commend the work to 
such in n On some fu'nrc occasion we may 
refer particularly to the more important ot the 
questionable position! held by this great and 
accomplished thinker. Meanwhile, let no 
thoughtful American omit to read the present 
work.

Si on th* excitement, cauod by th* an 
ticipalsd attack, died away, and evtry day large 
hUaa— narli** were sent i ut to work oo tb* 
muds, through swamp* and over cotton and wheat 
tie. :-, aod at this tim* our su| p ie* are hi. .ught 
ever very good corduroys for ihe distance 
nbou: ten miles. 

i) > Thursday last, Gen. Pope made still anoth 
er r-connoissanc* in fore* in th* n*igkborho<d

nori heist of Corinth, and on Thursday afternoon 
w* were ordered to go forward and support (Jen 
Pope.

We had twelve mm killed, two d*ng*ronslr 
wonndid, who hevesince died, at d fifteen slightly 
wounded We mi d i * gallant figbt, but hid w* 
takan th* battery we ceuld not have held it, acd 
lb* ohstrnctii ns in tbe river prevented our going 
up *r.v higher Oae thin; we have demonstrated, 
the Gals .a cannot I'acd beavv shot at a short 
range We find 238 rounds, all that wa had.

Those under 
Schenck were th* 82d and 55;h Ohio and tb* '> h 
Virginia. It appears that Milroy s force bad ad- 
vasccd from Monterey in tba direction of Staan- 
toa as tor as McDowell, two regiments ten miles 
beyond acd on* sixteen. Just bafor* noon on ths 
8th th* pickets of tbis sdvsrced regiment were 
driven ir. and it fell back to tbe other two. Tbey 
all fell back in good order to within a mile and a 
quarter of McDowell, where they made a stand.

OFFICIAL REPORT OF GEN. WOOL. 
The f, .Mowing has been received at the War 
Department: 

Forvress MoXROC, Mi I'.'. 1862 
//on. Edmn M. SMnttm, Secretary of War: 

Oi tbe 9ih ef May (Friday a'ternoon) I organ- 
ized a force to much against Norfolk. Oa Sat- 
urday morning, the 10. h of May, tbe troops were 
landed under tbe direction of Captain Crane, at 
Ocean Viow, and commenced the march towards 
Norfolk, with tienerals Mansfield and Weber, 
wbo proceeded on tha direct r ule by way cf 
Tanner's Creek bridge, hut, finding it on fire, they 
returned to the crone roads, wbrr* 1 formed iherri, 
end took t he direction of the column. I arrived 
by theedd mad and captured the intrenchmants 
in front cf iba city at twenty minutes before fire 
P. M. I immediatelv proceeded towards Norfolk, 
accompanied by tba Hon. Secretary Chase, and 
was mat by the'Maynr and a select committee of tbe 
Common Council of Norfolk at tha Unite of the 
city, when tbey 'urrendered tba city, agreeably 
to the terms sat forth in tbe resolutions of the 
Common Council presented by Ihe Mayor, Wm 
W. L.mh, which were acceptid by me ao far aa 
related to tbe civil rights of Kl citiz.es. A cipv 
of tha resolution- has b*M already furnUhed yea. 
I immrdiatcly took posses i-ro «f lb* city, *u I *p- 
priute.1 Brig. Han. Egbert L.VieU Military Q >v- 
ernor of Norfolk, with directions to see that tbe 
citizens were protected in all their civil rights. 
Soon after I took possession of Gosport ar.d Ports- 
mouth. Th* taking of Norfolk caused th* de- 
struction of the iron-clad steimer Merrimac, 
which wss blown up by tb* rebels about five 
o'clock oo tbe morning of the 11 tb of May. which 
wa* soon after communicated to you acd tbe 
President of tbe United State*. 

On tbe 11th I viaiKd th* navy yard, and found 
all th* work shops, store- houses, and ether build- 
ings in ruins, having been set on fire by the 
rebels, wbo, at th* same time, partially blew np 
th* dry -dick. I also visited Craney Island, 
where 1 found thirty nine guns of Urge calibre. 
Beast of wbicb war* spiked, also a large number 
of shot and shell, with about five thousand 
poandsof powder, all of wbicb, with tb* build- 
ings, were in good order. A « far as I have been 
able to ascertain wa bsv* taken about taxi 
hundred cannon, including those at Sewall's 
Point batteries, together with a large number of 
shot and shell, as well as many other articles of 
stationed at the Navy Yard, Craney Island, 
Point, and other places.

Tha Jo. h Ohio was posted on tb* *xtr*m* left, 
end the weight of this flack movement fell upon 
them. They fought gallantly and 
ably cut np. Their ammunition gave oat, and 
they stood upon ths field and waited like h*rota 
till a fresh i apply was brought tbem. Upon tb* 
discovery that th* enemy were 
io numbers, our fore* Ml back la good order 
aboat r.ire o'clock, hiving given tb* rebels at 
least a Roland for tbeir Oliver. Oar less amount 
ad to 37 killed and 160 wounded. That of th* 
oneiny was believed to b* much larger, from tbe 
fact that oar men firing up hill were mor* ac- 
curate in tbeir aim, axd on ace unt of tb* terri- 
ble *xecutioD of the shells thrown from our bat- 
t«rl*s.
